The health regulator has opened 
an investigation into excessive ac¬ 
cident and emergency waiting 
times and a multi-million-pound 
financial deficit at Kingston 
Hospital. 

Money troubles could risk the 
hospital’s sustainability, Monitor 
warned. 

The regulator said it was con¬ 
cerned “because some patients are 
waiting too long for A&E treat¬ 
ment and the trust is predicting a 
£8.8m deficit for this financial 
year”. 

The number of people seen with¬ 
in the national four-hour waiting 
time target for A&E departments 
has been slipping since October 
last year, Monitor said. 

It added: “The scale of the deteri¬ 
oration in Kingston’s financial

position may force the trust to 
apply for additional funding.” 

The foundation trust’s finances 
have been in trouble since at least 
the beginning of this year. 

When then-Liberal Democrat 
leader Nick Clegg visited ahead of 
the general election, chief execu¬ 
tive Kate Grimes said her team 
was “struggling” to pare back 
what she called an already highly- 
efficient service. 

A number of departments, in¬ 
cluding maternity, were “signifi¬ 
cantly under-funded”, she added. 

Mr Clegg said his party “struck 
the right balance” on health fund¬ 
ing, while Prime Minister David 
Cameron, during a later visit in 
Tolworth, promised for the second 
time that the hospital would be 
safe under his Government. 

He added: “We’re investing in 
this hospital, it’s got an excellent 
set of services.” 

Mark Turner, Monitor regional 
director, said: “Some patients of

“This situation needs to improve. 
Kingston also seems to be 
experiencing some financial chal¬ 
lenges which may risk its long¬ 
term sustainability.” 

A hospital spokeswoman said: 
“Kingston Hospital has managed 
its finances very well for many 
years and we have some of the best 
clinical outcomes in the country. 

“But, in line with the rest of the 
NHS, the amount we are paid for 
each patient is reducing and we 
have also absorbed some costs that 
were previously paid for 
nationally. 

“The trust takes extremely seri¬ 
ously the need to ensure patients 
are seen and treated within the 
four-hour A&E target. 

“Our performance has started to 
improve. We have implemented a 
transformation programme.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said: “The hospital 


being in deficit isn’t a cause for 
massive alarm, because it’s not af¬ 
fecting front-line services. 

“I’m sure the Monitor process 
will help. 

“We are investing £10bn in the 
NHS. If the Government is provid¬ 
ing exactly the funding the NHS 
has asked for, NHS hospitals and 
foundation trusts that control 
their own budgets shouldn’t be 
running deficits. 

“If there was any threat to 
Kingston Hospital then both Zac 
Goldsmith and I would be the first 
people on the barricade. 

“There’s no suggestion whatso¬ 
ever of any threat. It’s not about 
the future of Kingston Hospital in 
terms of closure. 

“We, as a community, need to get 
behind the very dedicated and 
hard-working staff. 

“I see the really great work they 
do.” 

“This is going to be a knock to 
their morale.

Sweeping changes to democratic process 

Controversial plans to reduce 
the role of neighbourhood com¬ 
mittees in decision-making have 
been approved by Kingston 
Council, amid claims that 
they were “undemocratic” and 
“arrogant”. 

The sweeping changes 
to Kingston’s demo¬ 
cratic process 
drawn up by coun¬ 
cil leader Council¬ 
lor Kevin Davis, 
right, were passed 
at last week’s full 
council meeting 
at Guildhall. 

Coun Davis ar¬ 
gued that the au¬ 
thority, in its current 
form, was “not good 
enough” when he spoke to sup¬ 
port the Conservatives’ Renew¬ 
ing Kingston’s Democracy 
motion during the four-hour 
meeting. 

The motion laid out plans to re¬ 
duce the number of neighbour¬ 
hood committee meetings and 
called for a minimum of 10 ob¬ 
jections before a planning appli¬ 
cation of under 10 units could be 
publicly discussed. 

Coun Davis s 
“The level of engage¬ 
ment at full council 
at the moment 
just isn’t good 
enough. It has 
been quite com¬ 
mon to have con¬ 
stitutional 
changes without 
public consulta¬ 
tion; in fact it has 
been the norm at 
council to do so. 

“Most of our 165,000 residents 
will not engage with this 



[council] paper on any level. 
This has been discussed since 
the last election. We visited 
neighbourhoods and some of 
them do good things and some of 
them are not so good.” 

A new system of public forums 
and other meetings would 
give residents roughly 
double the number of 
opportunities to 
quiz councillors on 
decision making, 
Coun Davis 
claimed. 

He added: “We 
have to get the 
whole council used 
again to the idea of 
taking decisions. 
Turning around any¬ 
thing within a local au¬ 
thority is not something 
that happens 

overnight. What we’re 
doing is a work in 
progress.” 

Former Conserva¬ 
tive Councillor Lynne 
Finnerty, right, sug¬ 
gested the plans should 
be deferred so that peo¬ 
ple could be more wide¬ 
ly consulted. 

She said: “Residents 
have not been given 
the opportunity to 
give their views on 
these very impor¬ 
tant constitutional 
changes. 

“If the council in¬ 
tends to listen and 
engage better with 
residents then these 
proposals are an excel¬ 
lent starting point. 

“But we request that 
these fundamental points at 


the very least be deferred to 
neighbourhood or strategic 
committees. 

“The public voice must be al¬ 
lowed to permeate the council 
ear.” 

Liberal Democrat opposition 
leader Liz Green, bottom left, 
also said the proposal should be 
deferred and suggested an 
amendment to the motion that 
was seconded by Labour leader 
Coun Linsey Cottington. 

It read in part: “Entitled 
Putting the Resident into Power, 
ironically none of the proposals 
have been subjected to any pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

“The report is in places arro¬ 
gant, undemocratic and has 
been written with politi¬ 
cal bias.” 

She argued that 
the number of 
people who had 
turned up at the 
start of the 
meeting showed 
residents did 
want to engage, 
and added: “It is a 
shame this is com¬ 
ing up at 10.30pm 
when most people have 
gone home.” 

She said: “What this amend¬ 
ment seeks to do is to delay these 
plans to improve them so the 
whole council, along with resi¬ 
dents, can communicate to have 
the best structures possible. 

“To have what you are 
after, Kevin, engagement with 
residents.” 

The amendment was voted 
down by the Conservatives and 
the original motion passed with 
23 votes for, zero against and 19 
abstentions.

This month Kingston will be 
experiencing a “completely 
unique” festival. 

Comedy troupes, dance acts, 
actors and singers from Korea 
will all be descending on the 
borough for Kingston 
Welcomes Korea. 

The festival will celebrate 
the 10 per cent of the bor¬ 
ough’s population who hail 
from both South and North 
Korea. 

John Elsom, the Rose The¬ 
atre’s director of internation¬ 
al festival seasons, is the man 
behind the event. 

Elsom has been decorated by 
the Romanian president and 
Chinese government for his 
work in the arts. He was also 
involved in the Notting Hill 
Carnival during the 1970s. 

He has worked as a theatre 
critic, arts correspondent for 
the BBC and as a talent scout 
for Paramount Pictures. 

From his home in New 


Malden he realised that 
Kingston was missing a cele¬ 
bration of the community that 
make up so much of the bor¬ 
ough’s culture. 

Elsom said: “This type of 
festival is completely unique. 

“To have people of such 
stature and prestige coming 
over from Korea is very 
special. It will really 
celebrate the civilisa¬ 
tion of Korea from 
which we in Kingston 
have benefitted so 
much - its technology, 
its flair and its 
artistry.” 

Elsom has always worked 
to bring cultures together 
through the arts and says he 
got the idea for Kingston Wel¬ 
comes Korea from living in 
New Malden. 

He said: “My neighbours on 
both sides are Korean families 
and apart from exchanging 
lawn mowers and pleasantries 
occasionally we never really 
engage. 

“We do not know about each 
other’s cultural differences, 
about the music, art and 



literature that is so important 
to everyone’s life. 

“This festival brings the di¬ 
verse and exciting Korean arts 
world to Kingston.” 

The festival is billed as a 
“party with a purpose” com¬ 
bining an arts festival with a 
trade fair that will span the 
whole of the town. 
Seoul-based dance 
and comedy teams, 
Anglo-Korean con¬ 
certs and exhibi¬ 
tions from the new 
generation of Kore¬ 
an artists will be just 
some of the events on 
offer. 

Elsom hopes that this will be 
the first in a series of annual 
festivals that celebrate the cul¬ 
ture of different nations. 

“If Kingston Welcomes 
Korea is successful, then next 
year we would like to do 
Kingston Welcomes Eastern 
Europe, maybe.” 

“When I was working on and 
around Notting Hill carnival, 
there was a vibe from the 
white community that sug¬ 
gested black culture was in 


some way dangerous. 

“We needed to show that it 
was not. We needed to show 
that black culture was fun, it 
was vibrant and it was sexy. 

“The cultural prejudices 
that existed then do not exist 
in the same way today, but it is 
important to engage with cul¬ 
tures from many parts of the 
world whose outlooks may be 
different from our own. 

“This is something else that 
makes our festival unusual. 

“There are many festivals 
where you can see a Polish 
theatre company, an exhibi¬ 
tion from France and a jazz 
band from Ukraine, but this 
can feel a bit haphazard. 

“We want to engage with an¬ 
other civilisation and Koreans 
make up so much of our popu¬ 
lation here. 

“The nation is a similar size 
to our own, but has a com¬ 
pletely different outlook.”

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Man dies before 
wife murder trial

A man accused of brutally 
killing his wife with knives 
and a hammer has become 
the latest inmate to die in¬ 
side Wandsworth prison. 

Raymond Mills, 66, died on 
June 8 while waiting to 
stand trial for the murder of 
his wife Linda at the cou¬ 
ple’s home in New Malden in 
February this year. 

His death only came to 
light after the Kingston 
Guardian’s sister paper, the 
Wimbledon Guardian, 
pressed a Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice spokesman over why 
at least three previous 
court hearings had been 
delayed. 

Even Isleworth Crown 
Court was unaware of Mr 
Mills’ death, and had him 
listed to appear in court on 
Tuesday last week. 

He had been wheeled out of 
his house by paramedics 
with blood on his head after 
his wife Linda Mills was 
found dead at their home in 
Stanley Avenue on February 
9. 

A neighbour, who did not 


want to be named, said: “The 
news about Raymond Mills’ 
death really shocked me. 

“I am sure our community 
would have wanted to learn 
the outcome of his trial and 
see justice done on the death 
of Linda Mills - all this 
seems to hang in the air now 
and may remain a mystery 
forever, which also means 
that there is no proper clo¬ 
sure to this awful crime.” 

Mr Mills was described by 
the neighbour as a reclusive 
man who was quick to call 
the council if anyone dared 
park within an inch of 
his driveway. 

In 2008, Mr Mills featured 
in the Wimbledon Guardian 
to complain about mental 
health treatment he was 
receiving. 

He said at the time he felt 
“betrayed” at having to wait 
14 years for group therapy 
after being told his treat¬ 
ment in Kingston could not 
be continued because he 
lived 10ft from the borough’s 
boundary with Merton. 

He also spoke of abuse he 
had suffered as a child. 

A spokeswoman for South 
West London and St 
George’s Mental Health 
NHS Trust said: “We extend 


our deepest sympathies to 
the friends and family of Mr 
Mills at this distressing 
time. 

“Several years ago Mr 
Mills complained to the 
trust about his problems ac¬ 
cessing our services in the 
past. 

“This was addressed 
through the trust com¬ 
plaints procedure and Mr 
Mills was able to access the 
services he required in 
2008.” 

The news of Mr Mills’ 
death comes four days after 
coroner Dr Fiona Wilcox 
called for a formal investiga¬ 
tion into the number of 
deaths at Wandsworth 
prison in the past year. 

During a pre-inquest hear¬ 
ing into the suicides of two 
men at Wandsworth prison - 
including Chessington 
rapist Robert Richards - she 
said the inquest could not go 
on because of various 
“themes and common is¬ 
sues” of deaths at the UK’s 
largest prison. 

Eleven men died at the cat¬ 
egory B prison last year - 
which she said was three 
times more than would be 
expected at a prison. 

It is not clear whether she

knew about Mr Mills and 
whether his death was in¬ 
cluded in that figure. 

The Ministry of Justice 
has yet to comment on 
how Mr Mills died in 
prison. 

An inquest into his death 
has been opened at West¬ 
minster Coroner’s Court. 
The case is due to be re¬ 
viewed by a coroner on De¬ 
cember 7. 



Teen ‘hit- 
and-run’ 

A teenager has been arrested 
in connection with an alleged 
hit-and-run inside Kingston 
University’s car park that left 
a security guard injured and 
in need of hospital treatment. 

Police officers, patrol dogs 
and the police helicopter were 
called out to search around 
the Penrhyn Road campus 
after the 44-year-old security 
guard was hit by a car on Fri¬ 
day, July 10.

500 new Jobs in Lidl

Cut-price supermarket chain 
Lidl has agreed a £10m deal 
with Kingston Council to 
move its UK headquarters to 
Tolworth and its chief execu¬ 
tive has promised “new jobs 
for local people”. 

The agreement will see the 
construction of a new 
220,000sq ft office building in 
Jubilee Way, currently the 
home of motorbike training 
centre Jubilee Way Motorcy¬ 
cle Project. 

Kingston Council said 500 
jobs would be brought to the 
borough. 

Subject to planning permis¬ 
sion, Lidl will pay £2.1m per 
acre for a thousand-year lease 
on the 4.8-acre site. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “This is 
excellent news for our 
borough. 

“We are delighted to 
have agreed a deal 
with Lidl for a plot of 
council-owned land in a 
prime location that is 
currently being under¬ 
utilised. 

“Having them headquar¬ 
tered in our borough will pro¬ 
vide a huge boost to the local 
economy and employment 
market. 

“It also sends out a clear 
message that the borough of

Kingston is a good place to do 
business.” 

But Anne Allan, who runs 
the Jubilee Way Motorcycle 
Project with husband 
Vic, said she only 
found out about the 
plans on July 15. 

Mrs Allan said: “We 
have been here for 14 
years - there’s going 
be an uproar. It has 
knocked us for six.” 

The Jubilee Way scrambling 
track’s operators pay 
Kingston Council £800-a-year 
for use of the site. 

The authority said it would 
provide assistance to the mo¬ 
torcycle club in finding 
suitable alternative accommo¬ 


dation within the borough “if 
possible”. 

Ingo Fischer, Lidl’s property 
director, said: “The extra of¬ 
fice space will ensure room for 
further development within 
our head office departments 
and will provide top-of-the- 
range amenities, along with 
excellent training and confer¬ 
ence facilities.” 

The chain’s UK chief execu¬ 
tive, Ronny Gottschlich, said: 
“We are firmly committed to 
helping boost the British econ¬ 
omy by sourcing from the UK 
and continuing to create new 
jobs for local people.” 

Although the company did 
not confirm how many jobs 
would be created, it said the

building’s 750-person capacity 
would allow “continued 
growth in the future”. 

Part of the Jubilee Way site 
had been earmarked for the 
relocation of Arrow Plastics, 
one of the borough’s biggest 
employers, based in Hampton 
Road, Kingston. 

That deal will no longer go 
through. 

Councillors agreed in March 
to open up the land because 
Arrow Plastics had no room to 
expand in its current location. 

In return, the council and 
the Education Funding Agen¬ 
cy were to have first refusal on 
Arrow’s Hampden Road plot 
as the possible site for a new 
school. 

A council spokesman said: 
“No legally binding contract 
was entered into between 
Arrow Plastics and the 
council. The council has held 
fruitful discussions with 
Arrow Plastics and is actively 
helping them to identify alter¬ 
native suitable locations in the 
borough to support this val¬ 
ued local business with its 
growth plans. 

“The council is legally 
obliged to obtain the best pos¬ 
sible price for any land it 
owns. 

“The price that had been ne¬ 
gotiated with Arrow Plastics 
was substantially below what 
has now been agreed with 
Lidl, and Lidl wanted the 
whole five-acre site, rather 
just a small portion of it.”

Re-zoning costly - but needed 


As a result of Labour’s introduc¬ 
tion of zonal pricing for London 
train services in 2006-07, com¬ 
muters using Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton stations experienced a 
whopping 35 per cent increase in 
fares. 

This was due to the decision to 
place the constituency in zone 6. 

As I said in my maiden speech 
in Parliament in June, logic and 
fairness dictate that Kingston 
and Surbiton should be in zone 5. 

Commuters from Kingston and 
Surbiton deserve better. 

Re-zoning Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton train stations, so that they 
lie in zone 5, would save rail com¬ 
muters an estimated £6m a year. 

This would mean peak time 
commuters will be saving more 
than £200 a year. 

That is a significant amount for 
commuters, when we already 
pay high fares, often only to 
stand on a packed train. 

My predecessor, Edward Davey, 
campaigned for Kingston and 
Surbiton for eight years. 

In the run-up to the election, 


that campaign became rather 
politicised and it should not be 
forgotten that the campaign is a 
local one that attracted cross¬ 
party support from Zac Gold¬ 
smith MP, our GLA (Greater 
London Authority) London As¬ 
sembly member Tony Arbour 
and local councillors from all 
parties in Kingston. 

Despite this consensus, there 
are two roadblocks in the way of 
re-zoning. 

First, it would be costly at a 
time when the Government is 
having to reduce public expendi¬ 
ture to strengthen our economy. 

Second, there are other re-zon¬ 
ing campaigns in London and 
there is a concern that acceding 
to one of those campaigns will 
set an expensive precedent. 

I will not be deterred by either 
of those objections, and will 
be campaigning actively for 
re-zoning. 

The next two years will be cru¬ 
cial in that campaign because of 
a recent announcement by the 
Department for Transport (DfT). 


Until recently, South West 
Trains’ franchise for our local 
rail services was set to continue 
until 2019 under a “direct award” 
from the DfT. 

The DfT has recently decided 
that the franchise will now be 
put out to tender in 2017, mean¬ 
ing that any operator can com¬ 
pete to run our train service. 

That announcement will be 
cheered by many local com¬ 
muters, who are fed up with 
South West Trains. 

But it also presents an opportu¬ 
nity for the cost of re-zoning ei¬ 
ther to be built into the next 
franchise or to be footed by the 
Government before the franchise 
is put out to tender. 

So the tender for our rail ser¬ 
vices in 2017 will be a key point of 
departure in the campaign to re¬ 
zone Kingston and Surbiton 
stations. 

Although re-zoning is one of 
my top priorities, it is only one 
improvement to our vital rail 
services I am pushing for. 

It is high time that the 


worrying overcrowding at Sur¬ 
biton station and on our trains is 
addressed and that our stations 
are brought into the 21st century 
with proper disabled access. 

We also need to secure stops on 
the Crossrail 2 line, which is like¬ 
ly to be the only major rail in¬ 
frastructure investment in 
south-west London for many 
years and the only way over¬ 
crowding will be significantly 
reduced. 

These are all matters I am call¬ 
ing for action on, but I would 
very much welcome your feed¬ 
back on our rail services and 
what you think I should be push¬ 
ing for in the run-up to the ten¬ 
der process.

If you have any concerns or your cat has 
started showing any of these symptoms, 
please don’t hesitate to discuss them 
with your vet as soon as possible. 

What can I do to support my 
cat before any changes are 
obvious? 

It is important that you always feed 
your cat a quality diet, particularly 
during their growth period, so you can 
be sure you are doing all you can to 
nutritionally support your pet’s joints. 

We would recommend those diets 
that take both the animal’s age and 
its breed (where appropriate) into 
consideration, so you can be sure that 
what you are feeding is tailored as best 
as possible to your cat’s needs. 

It is also recognised that pets carrying 
extra weight (if they are overweight 
or obese) are more likely to develop 
changes in their mobility. This is a key 
area in which you, as a proactive 
pet owner, can really make a huge 
difference to your cat. It is vital that 
you always weigh out your pet’s food 
and follow the feeding guidelines 
appropriately, for your cat's age, size 
and activity level. Remember, feeding 
guides are just that - a guide - and 
they may need to be tailored to make 
them appropriate for each individual, 
so you may need to adjust them slightly 
depending on your vet’s advice. Your 
cat may need a weight loss diet if it is 


already carrying too much extra weight 
and either your vet or your specialist 
pet food retailer will be able to offer 
you advice on this, depending on the 
age of your cat and how much weight 
they need to lose. Cats which need 
to lose more than about 10% of their 
current bodyweight should always do 
so under a vet’s guidance. 

Can I support my cat through its 
diet? 

There are many ways in which you 
can nutritionally support your cat’s 
joints. Always consult your vet in 
the first instance and take heed of 
their recommendations. They may 
recommend medications as well as 
a change in diet. Diet certainly is 
an important way in which you can 
nutritionally support your pet. You can 
look for diets that take the following 
features into account: 

• Those supplemented with 
good levels of omega 3 fafty 
acids such as EPA and DHA 

• Those supplemented with 
nutrients which help to 
maintain healthy joints 

• Those with the appropriate 
calorie content to maintain 
your pet at its ideal body 
weight and body condition 

Hopefully you will never need 
to call upon some of the advice 
given here but we wish you all 
the best in doing what is right 
for your cat. We hope you 
enjoy many happy, healthy 
and freely-mobile years ahead 
together!

Q l want to support my pet’s 
joints as best I can. In 
fact I am thinking about 
supplementing their diet with 
essential oils; but I’m not sure 
what is best to use. What is safe 
for my pet? 


A We would never advise 
supplementing your pet’s 
diet with anything unless 
it has been specifically recom¬ 
mended by their veterinary sur¬ 
geon. Whilst omega 3 fatty acids 
and other nutrients may help to 
nutritionally support healthy joints 
you should always take guid¬ 
ance from a vet before adding 
anything to your pet’s food. This 
is because supplements (such 
as those designed for human 
use) may cause an imbalance 
in your pet’s nutritional status. 
Some supplements designed for 
human use, can even cause tox¬ 
icity in some pets (for example: 
cod liver oil can cause vitamin A 
toxicosis in cats, so should always 
be avoided). Your vet will proba¬ 
bly feel that veterinary approved 
supplements are a better choice. 
They may even decide that the 
best course of action would be to 
feed a complete diet that is nu¬ 
tritionally designed to support the 
joints, so that nothing else further 
needs to be added and there¬ 
fore there is no risk of unbalanc¬ 
ing the diet.

If you are moving house this year 
and starting to think about all the 
packing and work that needs to 
take place, try not to worry about 
it and get too stressed out. 

Here's a list of handy tips and 
tricks to make your house move 
go as smoothly as possible: 

BAG UP YOUR WARDROBE: The 

majority of households aren't short 
on clothes, and each family mem¬ 
ber usually has enough clothing to 
fill a wardrobe or two to the brim. 
The idea of neatly folding away 
every single item of clothing can 
seem daunting, but there is an eas¬ 
ier way to get around this.

and number the rooms if it's easier.

constantly swinging shut. This can 
be very annoying if you are trying 
to carry heavy boxes.

GET LABELLING: The amount of 
gadgets and technology set up in 
the average house will mean you 
likely have a huge amount of cables 
to sort out - power adaptors, inter¬ 
net leads, head-phones, console 
controls, and more.

Use string underneath your 
packing tape and when you come 
to opening the boxes you won't 
have to dig with your fingernails to 
get it off.

Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 

The Prudential Ride London (Restriction Of Traffic In Connection With 

Certain Events) Order 2015 

1. Transport for London in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
16A hereby gives notice that, after consulting the Commissioner 

of Police for the City of London, the Commissioner of Police of 
the Metropolis, the Councils of the London Boroughs of Hackney, 
Hammersmith and Fulham, Wandsworth, Hounslow, Islington, 
Richmond upon Thames, Merton, Tower Hamlets, Lambeth, 
Southwark, Camden, Redbridge, Waltham Forest and Newham, 
the Royal Boroughs of Kensington and Chelsea, Kingston upon 
Thames and Greenwich, the City of Westminster and the Common 
Council of the City of London, it has jointly made the above named 
Order in respect of our individual responsibility as traffic authority 
to facilitate the Prudential Ride London event, under the powers 
conferred by section 16A(7) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 
for the purpose specified in paragraph 2. The effect of the Order is 
summarised in paragraph 3. 

2. The purpose of the Order is to enable the event known as “The 
Prudential Ride London” to take place. 

3. The effect of the Order is to prohibit: 

(1) persons or vehicles entering, exiting and proceeding in the 
carriageway of any street or length of street specified in Schedule 
1 and 2 to this Notice between the time specified in relation to 
each street or length of street (or earlier if required by a police 
constable in uniform) and a time when normal traffic operation 
can be resumed; 

(2) stopping or waiting by vehicles (including waiting for the purpose 
of delivering or collecting goods or loading or unloading a vehicle) 
in each street and length of street specified in Schedule 1 and 
Schedule 2 to this Notice. 

4. The provisions made in any Order in respect of one-way working 
which applies to any of the roads listed in Schedule 3 to this Notice, 
are hereby suspended or reversed as listed during the times specified. 

5. During the times specified, the provisions made in any Order in 
respect of bus lanes are suspended and stopping and waiting will only 
be permitted by vehicles used in connection with this event on the 
lengths of streets listed in Schedule 4 to this Notice. 

6. The provisions made in any Order in respect of a prohibition of cycling 
applying to any roads listed in Schedule 1 to this Notice, are hereby 
suspended for the duration of this Order 

7. Between 0001 and 2359 hours on Sunday 2nd August 2015, this 
Order will suspend the buses and taxis only restriction at the junction 
of Eastway and Lee Conservancy Road in the London Borough of 
Hackney. 

8. Between 0001 and 2359 hours on Saturday 1st August 2015, this 
Order will:

e) suspend the bus lanes on York Road in the London Borough of 
Lambeth and on Waterloo Bridge in the London Borough of 
Lambeth and the City of Westminster and all stopping and waiting 
on Waterloo Bridge and Lancaster Place northbound in the 
London Borough of Lambeth and the City of Westminster. 

9. Between 0001 on Saturday 1st August 2015 until 2359 on Sunday 
2nd August 2015, this Order will: 

a) Allow the no right turn prohibition from Regent Street into 

Margaret Street and the no left turn from John Princes Street into 
Oxford Street in the City of Westminster. 

10. Between 0001 on Saturday 1st August 2015 until 2359 on Sunday 
2nd August 2015 the following bays will be suspended for use by 
National Express, Megabus and TfL authorised buses only: 

a) the loading bay outside 47-49 Farringdon Street (Atlantic House); 

b) the loading bays on South Lambeth Place southbound between 
Bondway (Eastern Arm) and South Lambeth Road;

(10) the no entry restriction on Chiswick Mall at its junction with 
Chiswick Lane south; 

(11) the left turn only prescribed route on Acre Road at its junction 
with Richmond Road in the Royal Borough of Kingston upon 
Thames; 

(12) all stopping and waiting on The Bittoms (between its junctions 
with East Lane and Kingston Hall Road), Fairfield West 
northbound (between its junctions with Fairfield South and 
Fairfield Road), Clarence Street eastbound (between its junctions 
with Castle Street and Wheatfield Way), Fairfield South and 
Hawks Road in the Royal Borough of Kingston upon Thames; 

(13) all loading on St James Road (the east side from a point 8 metres 
southeast of the northern flank wall of the Hippodrome, south 
eastwards for a distance of 45 metres) in the Royal Borough of 
Kingston to allow blue badge holder parking; 

(14) bus stop Y on Townmead Road in the London Borough of 
Hammersmith and Fulham to allow no stopping except buses; 

(15) the no entry restrictions at the junction of Delamere Road and 
Ethelbert Road and from Pentney Road into Albert Grove in the 
London Borough of Merton; 

(16) the no right turn prohibition from Courthope Road into Church

Kingston & Polytechnic Har¬ 
rier Pippa Earley may have 
found a new technique to 
beat her pre-race nerves, but 
it is certain she is not stand¬ 
ing still on her route to the 
top. 

The 14-year-old Notre Dame 
School student clocked 10.9 
seconds - a new champi¬ 
onship record - to claim the 
U15 girls’ 75m hurdles En¬ 
glish Schools’ gold medal in 
Gateshead earlier this 
month. 

The time fired her to the top 
of the UK rankings in the 
event. 

It comes in stark contrast to 
last year’s championships, 
when Earley took a tumble 
in her semi-final to clock 
13.20secs in finishing sixth 
and miss out on a shot at the 
title. 

But armed with a new strat¬ 
egy to tackle her nerves, she 
was always confident of 
doing herself justice - al¬ 
though the manner of the 
victory came as a surprise. 

“It feels great to be champi¬ 
on. It hasn’t really sunk in 
yet,” she said. 

“I knew it would be close, 
but I thought I had an oppor¬ 
tunity to do well. 

“Last year I fell over in the 
semi-final. I hadn’t slept well 
the night before because I 
was so nervous. 

“This time I knew I just had 
to lie still in bed and I would 
go off to sleep. 

“Last time I was just pan¬ 
icking all night and never 
slept.” 

Earley, who lives a stone’s 
throw from Kingsmeadow 
stadium, only started concen¬ 
trating on her athletics three 
years ago, having first taken 
up gymnastics at Tolworth 
Gym Club. 

She now tops the UK rank¬ 
ings in hurdles, long jump 


and pentathlon and she is 
in no rush to specialise just 
yet. 

“I was only really training 
once a week at athletics when 
I first joined the club because 
I was doing five sessions a 
week in gymnastics,” she 
added. 

“The gym club taught me 
the discipline you need to be 
successful. 

“Once my coach saw how 
well I was doing at the long 
jump and hurdles, he encour¬ 
aged me to concentrate a bit 
more. 

“The hurdles is my 
favourite event, but I think 
I’m strongest in the multi¬ 
events disciplines. Hopefully, 


I’ll be a bit like Jessica 
Ennis-Hill one day.” 

Surrey, overall team cham¬ 
pions last year, won the ju¬ 
nior girls’ group A 
Championship Shield and 
were second in the junior 
boys’ and intermediate girls’ 
competitions as they collect¬ 
ed 293 points from 100 finals 
to finish second in the Broad- 
bridge Trophy. 

Essex, runners-up last year, 
were champions with 301.50 
points and Kent finished 
third (289) - as they did last 
summer. 

Up next for Earley are the 
English Schools’ pentathlon 
championships, the South 
of England Inter Counties 


Championships and the de¬ 
fence of the England Athlet¬ 
ics Championships U15 girls’ 
75m hurdles title she won in 
Bedford last year. 

And while she is aware 
there is work to be done, she 
knows help is close at hand in 
the form of Kingston & Poly¬ 
technic Harriers’ general 
secretary Dominique Blaize. 

“My high jump needs work, 
but Dominique was a good 
multi-eventer when she was 
younger and that was one of 
her strongest events,” added 
Earley. 

“It is good to know there is 
advice there when I need it 
and I will definitely be talk¬ 
ing to her about it.”
